UNEF'S MANDATE FOR ANOTHER SIX MONTHS UNTIL OCT 24, 1974. SOVIET 
REP MALIK EMPHASIZED AT LENGTH NEED FOR FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT BY ALL

SOLVED SOON AS IT CREATED DIFFICULTIES FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
PROVIDING CONTINGENTS. 

EL HASSEN (MAURITANIA) MENTIONED "ZIONIST OCCUPATIONALISTS," 
HEIGHTENED TENSION IN SYRIAN GOLAN HEIGHTS, AND HOLY PLACES IN 
JERUSALEM. HE STATED UNEF STILL REQUIRED, AND REFERRED TO FREEDOM 
OF MOVEMENT AND NEED TO TREAT ALL SOLDIERS OF FORCE IN SAME WAY. 

NJINE (CAMEROON) PAID HIGH TRIBUTE TO UNEF, UNTSO, RED CROSS AND 
SYG, AND BELIEVED UNEF'S PRESENCE STILL NECESSARY. SIMILAR 
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VIEW WAS EXPRESSED BY SALAZAR (COSTA RICA). INDONESIAN REP JOEWONO 
AGREED WITH SYG ON NEED FOR URGENT SOLUTION OF PROBLEMS OF 
REIMBURSEMENT AND FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT, AND AUSTRALIAN REP MCINTYRE 
SHARED SYG'S VIEW ESTABLISHMENT OF UNEF WAS MILESTONE IN UN'S 
HISTORY. JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA) FULLY ENDORSED FINDINGS IN SYG'S 
REPORT, PRAISED ESTABLISHMENT OF UNEF AND GREAT PROMISE IT HELD FOR

VISION OF UNEF BY SC AND COOPERATION BETWEEN SC MEMBERS AND 
SYG HAD TO CONTINUE. HE SUGGESTED SYG REPORTS ON UNEF SHOULD BE 
MORE DETAILED. HE SAID IT HAD BEEN ASSUMED OPTIMUM SIZE OF ANY 
CONTINGENT WOULD BE 600 TO 700, THERE HAD BEEN OVEREXPENDITURE, 

AND THERE WAS "IRREFUTABLE EVIDENCE" PRINCIPLE OF EQUITABLE GEO- 
GRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION WITH REGARD TO FORCE MEMBERS WAS BEING 
VIOLATED. ISRAEL DISCRIMINATED AGAINST CONTINGENTS OF GHANA. 
SENEGAL, INDONESIA AND POLAND, RESULTING IN UNNECESSARY INCREASE 
IN SIZE OF UNEF, MALIK STATED, ADDING "OBVIOUSLY WE SHOULD THINK 
ABOUT PRESENTING BILL TO ISRAEL." COUNCIL SHOULD ENSURE THAT 
ISRAEL GIVES UP ITS DISCRIMINATORY PRACTICE, AND THIS POINT WAS 
REFLECTED IN PARA 5 OF RES. PRINCIPLE OF EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
SHOULD BE APPLIED IN ALL COMMANDS OF UNEF, IN SECRETARIAT DEPT 
RESPONSIBLE FOR UNEF, AND AMONG ALL HEADQUARTERS AND BRIGADE
